Ohdar the dlre^tloa of the Minister of Public Adialnl strati on, a conference 
of the dlrectora of the vojevodatvo hranchee of the FDR (Panatvovy Ur rad Sepatrla* 
cyjn, Shtlonal Bepatrlatlon Board) and the chiefs of the vojevodstvo reaettlenent 
offices vas held to determine the resettlsaant prograa for 19^9* 

Beoause of the conflicting interests hetveen the farmer and the prewar 
eoononlo eye tec In Poland, the rural area of central Poland Is greatly overpopu- 
lated, whereas soma of the vsstem territories are very sparsely settled. This 
overpopulation jin the central area and the great settlenent poaslhllltles of the 
western territories create a situation favorable for a resottleioent program. 

Aoeordlng to the program, it Is estimated that about 23,000 farm f ami lias 
will he shifted from the former territories to the western territories. These 
will he farmers with no holdings, farmers with small- and medlum-slaed holdings, 
or farmers whose lands have hoen earmarked for reforestation hy the Ministry 
of Forests. This resettlement program makes it posslhle not only to populate 
sad unite the western territories with the mother country, hut also to remodel 
“Uia agricultural structure of the fcrmer terrltorlos. 

This year the greatest effort will he made In settling certain areas of 
Stoteoln Mojewodstvo, especially along the Oder, where It Is planned to settle 

12.000 families; 8,300 families will he settled In the Olsztyn Vojewodztvo, 

2.000 In Wroolav hbjtwsdztwo, 2,000 in Zlemla Luhuska, 17,000 in Blalystak, and 
800 In Gdansk Voyevodatwo* 

Referring to this problem, the Minister of Public Administration stressed 
the mecesslly of acquainting the new settler with the social and economic 
advantage to he gained hy moving from a one-acrr farm to a large /^ganlse^ 
farm, even If It means helng temporarily billeted with the present occupant. 
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Kaovlng also tlie Pollaii peesmi'-’-j tlcri for his cvn cottage and the 

opposition that night he enccai:.terei ir. ycme c.ases fron the. present occupant 
to sharing his cottage, It la Impera tlye that “both be inade to realise the 
benefits to be derived frcoi e share In fanning. 

The social and political agenlo should malce the fanaera cognisant of the 
necessity of working the pocrly cjcpl-'lted areas of the woatem territory. 

At iresent, there are only at ovt 5,000 farms In the western territories 
which are utllfsed to the fullest extent. There are 7,900 f arsis cn which 
50 percent of the buildings here been destroyed and 10,969 fanas on which 
iosre than 50 percent of the buildings have been destroyed. 

The capacity of these farras In the vestern terrltcry to absorb the new 
eettlera will be greatly Increased with full appllcaticn of the Investnont 
plan. Up to 1 February, 3^,000 familicuie? have already been repaired. The 
plan for village recondtru.vticn 19^9 provides for the repair of 8,900 farm 
buildings at a cost of mllMon ^lotyg. The greatest amount ie to be 

sp^t In the Sicirac^ where It is planned to repair 2,^2 facm- 

hottsofl at a coet 458 million cictytr and in the Claztyn Wojevodztwo, whore 
repair of 2,419 farm buildings will be ccmpletod at a coot of 585 million 
slotye. The sums allotted for repairs can be used by the farmers to make his 
own repair® or the repairs can be acne by the Tillage Peasant Self -A Id Coppera- 
tive. All inveetanoht oradlta are Intended only fcr settler e coming into the 
western territories during Kovenber and l^cember cf 1948 end the Ist ([uartor 
of 1949 . 

To Improve efficiency and proiuctlvity an these farms In the shortest 
time poaslhle, much financial help Is needed. Settlers who have reserved 
farms In the western territories have already received 221 million zlotys for ^ 
purchase of stock. At present, additional credit of 175 million zlotys Is being 
made available for the same purpose. Farmers with large families receive loans 
of 80,000 zlotys for the purchase of a ccv and 110,000 zlotys for a house. Be- 
ports from the area indicate that the settlers are readily adjusting themselves 
to the program. 

Medlum-tezm credits for planting are also being made available to settlers 
movlrtg Into the western territories. It la estimated that the spring and fall 
planting will absorb 225 ml 11 loo zlotys. An additional 6OO million zlotys In 
short-tezm credit have been made available for the pjarpoea. 

The settlers will be entitled to reduced tax rates and reduced payments to 
the Social Savings Fund. It Is expected that all relief measures provided for 
in the decree on buelneso taxes and additional relief in securing tax reductions 
and tax exemptions for the settlers will be carried out.
